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In the matter of Trade Sales, the one principle strenuously contended 
for by the New York Publishers’ Association is, that they should be regu- 
lated and controlled by the trade. If these sales were merely ordinary 
auctions, it would be entirely proper that their direction should be in 
the hands of one or more private individuals, as such. We have under- 
stood them to be something more than private auctions, however; a sort 
of institution in the business, in fact. The very name Trade Sales seems 
to indicate that they belong to the trade, and the fact that a ‘Com- 
mittee of the Trade’ has always been announced in the catalogues, or 
held up for show, if no more, proves that the principle contended for, 
viz: the right of the Trade to direct them—is of acknowledged justice. 
With this view the New York publishers determined, in the Summer of 
1855, to take a more active interest in the sales than they had done for 
many years, and to exercise their rights in reference to them. As no 
considerable body of men can, for any length of time, act together har- 
moniously and efficiently, without some agreed plan of action, the forma- 
tion of the New York Publish«: s’ Association naturally and judiciously 
followed, its purpose being to »-rertain and properly carry into effect the 
will of the trade in respect to irade Sales, and other matters of common 
interest. The organization is 1s simple, and intended to be as general 
as possible. A large majority of the publishers of the city are its mem- 
bers, and it is to be regre‘ted that there are any who have not, as yet, 
availed themselves. <>eir right to become such. There is no reason, 
however, why the ~iajov'ty should be deprived of their rights, because 
aminority do not coose to exercise theirs. Especially is this the case 
when the-minority ‘s, as in the present instance, very small, however 
respectable it may be. 

Entire unity of opinion as to the details of the best plan for Trade 
Sales, is not to be expected. Yet it is not unreasonable to hope that 
where interests are so nearly the same, there can be sufficient agreement 
to secure unity of action. It may take time; it may be necessary to 

Tinent more than has yet been done, before a plan of sales can be 
faally agreed upon as on the whole best; but we believe this result can 
aac will be reached. From the beginning it has very properly been the 
objec: of the Association to have reference to the judgment and wishes 
of the trade in other cities, buyers as well as sellers, in forming regula- 
tions for sales. Thus it happened that, although the present executive 
Committee were almost or quite unanimous in favor of the plan of sales 
adopted by the Association at the sales last Fall; yet, as some important 
members of the trade, chiefly in other cities, advocated a different plan, 
the regulations fixed upon for the sale now just commencing, and which 
may be termed a compromise plan, were adopted. The sale last Fall had 
proved, under the circumstances, eminently successful, and its result 
tended to strengthen the opinion already entertained by a majority of 
publishers, that the privilege of withdrawing or increasing any line of 
their invoices, according to the price obtained, was on the whole pro- 
ductive of more harm than good, and therefore not to be desired. It 
was therefore out of respect to the judgment of the minority, and from 
a desire to satisfy all, that the present plan was adopted. 

It isnot, then, the object of the Publishers’ Association to carry out any 
particular plan for sales, or to oppose any other particular plan. The 
movement is simply an endeavor to get trade sales into that shape which 
ison the whole best for all concerned. This has been said before in 
these columns as well as elsewhere, and it is repeated only because the 
attempt has been made to excite opposition to the Association by mis- 
representing its objects. If any one can suggest a better plan for attain- 
ing these objects, doubtless the New York publishers will be found ready 
to adopt it, and do away with the Association. 





SPRING TRADE SALES. 


The Philadelphia Trade Sale last week suffered from the backward- 
ness of the season. Contributors complain that considerable sacrifices 
were made in many instances, especially on books which come under 
the head “ Miscellaneous.” This result was to have been expected from 
the general backwardness of trade this season. 

The New York Sale, by Leavitt, Delisser & Co., under the direction 
of the Publishers’ Association, is just now opening, and promises better. 
A large company is assembled, and the prospect is that the sale will be 
very successful. Spring Sales are never as satisfactory to contributors, 
as those held in the Fall, however. 

Webster's Octavo Dictionary, heretofore published by the Harpers, 
has passed into the hands of Lippincott, Grambo & Co., of Philadelphia, 
by whom it will hereafter be published.

WHERE, WHEN, AND HOW TO ADVERTISE. 


A puzzling matter to determine, this, and one which costs every 
publisher not a little thought, we imagine. Our craft, at least, numbers 
among its members none of those purblind old fogies who “ do not be- 
lieve that advertising pays.” It is not merely important—it is absolutely 
necessary for us to advertise. A book were almost as well not printed 
as not advertised. But “where, when, and how to advertise;” ah! 
here isa problem not easily solved. Judicious advertising pays; and 
the more extensively it is done, the greater the profit. Injudicious ad- 
vertising is money wasted, and some of us have wasted a great deal of 
money thus, we think. Not that we have done it intentionally; not 
that we can even now, to any great extent, discriminate as to which 
portion of our advertising has paid, and which not. If we could do 
this, we should be prepared to act more wisely in future. The manage- 
ment of his advertising, is one of the most difficult parts of a publisher’s 
business. If one could believe many of the advertising agencies that 
are so ready to help us in this matter, the thing would be easily accom- 
plished. It would be but to give them full sway, and whether they 
made the operation pay the publisher or not, it cannot be doubted they 
would make Aim pay, liberally enough. Unfortunately, however, we 
cannot have full confidence in these “ helps to advertise.” Their ex- 
perience may be considerable, and, as far as it goes, is ¢ertainly of ad- 
vantage ; but it is but one-sided after all. Of the results of advertising 
they have no means of knowing. Whether the advertisements they 
send out, and especially which of them, are effective, they have not as 
good opportunity for observing as the publisher, or merchant, himself. 
Moreover, they are human, as well as the rest of mankind, and the 
comparative size of the commissions which they receive from various 
newspapers interferes sadly with their impartial judgment. Wecannot 
look for any great help from these agencies, then, but must depend 
chiefly on our own judgment. d 

One obstacle in the way of advertising judiciously is the difficulty 
of ascertaining what the real circulation of a periodical is. If one 
can believe all the tales he hears nowadays of circulations of 
“40,000,” “ 80,000,” and “ 100,000,” he must come to the conclusion 
that the great majority of the American reading public devote their 
attention exclusively to reading the papers. It would be a great 
point gained if laws could be passed compelling all periodicals to 
publish at stated periods, properly authenticated statements of their 
circulation. This might be deemed “ trammeling the press,” and would 
undoubtedly “ abridge the liberty” of some disreputable members of 
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the press, to impose upon too confiding advertisers ; but we think good 
would be done, and the money saved in some quarters might be added 
to that expended in others. We imagine that a sudden extinguisher 
would thus be placed on the existence of some journals which are now 
fattening on advertising patronage. We have heard of the case of a paper 
claiming a circulation of 30,000 copies, and obtaining considerable ad- 
vertising patronage in consequence thereof, which in reality printed ten 
quires only. - Cases of periodicals claiming circulations of scores of 
thousands, and having less than a half score thousand, are more frequent. 
An amusing instance of the mistaken ideas in this matter, of even some 
who should know better, occurs to us. A well known proprietor and 
editor of a New York Journal which circulates largely among the 
créme de la créme of American society, and who is even more distin- 
guished as a poet than as an editor, has a proper appreciation of the value 
of favorable notices of his journal by his cotemporaries of the press, 
in the country as well as in the city. Among other exchanges one 
came to his office from some place on Long Island having a very thrifty 
look. The General received the occasional favorable notices of this 
journal with much satisfaction, as likely to increase largely his own 
circulation. Indeed hé was accustomed to remark, that he never 
thought he had got safely launched in a new volume, until it had been 
noticed by that particular journal. He therefore made it a point to 
propitiate its editor, and in furtherance of this object, once made a visit 
to the town in which he resided, and called upon him for a friendly 
chat, in the course of which he asked the amount of his circulation. 
“Why,” was the reply, “our circulation is a good deal larger than it 
was; for, you see, we united two papers a short time since. We circu- 
late now*nearly a hundred and fifty copies.” It was afterwards ex- 
plained to the General that the only object in keeping up the paper was 
to get the public advertising, which paid very well. Thenceforward 
the General did not set quite so high a value upon the favorable notices 
of that particular journal. 

If we had some means‘of knowing definitely the circulation of 
periodicals, it would be a great point gained undoubtedly, although the 
value of advertising mediums is not to be determined by the extent of 
their circulation alone. The quality of it is quite as important. Thus 
an advertisement of a medical book which would be useful only to 
physicians, is worth more in a medical journal circulating mainly among 
this class, than in a literary journal of many times its circulation, but 
reaching fewer medical men. An advertisement designed to reach 
booksellers is worth more in the Publishers’ Circular, than in any 
other medium in the country, because a larger number of the book- 
trade are reached thereby. Again, a circulation which is widely scat- 
tered is worth more than another of equal amount, but more com- 
pressed ; because a single paper taken in a town is likely to have more 
readers than each one of a hundred of another taken in the same place. 
The circulation of some periodicals is more generally among book readers 
than that of others, and therefore is more valuable to book-advertisers. 
And so we might enumerate many other circumstances beside the mere 
extent of circulation, which affect the value of an advertising medium. 

We believe it is the opinion of publishers’ generally that the last pages 
of books are not very valuable for advertisements. Why this is so, it 
is perhaps difficult to say, but we think experience testifies that it is so. 
It would seem that a book, which is not destroyed, but remains on the 
center table or book-case, to be read and referred to, again and again, 
for years, would be the very best medium for advertising other books. 
Such does not appear to be the case, however. Perhaps it is because 
the world seeks novelty, and the fact that one book is advertised in 
another, makes it appear somewhat old. 

Where to advertise is a difficult question, and one on which we do 
not pretend to have thrown much light. How and when to advertise, 
are scarcely less puzzling. 

The first point is to attract attention to your advertisement, and in- 
duce people to read it. Hence the resort to staring capitals, to odd 
headings, to frequent repetitions in the same number, and almost any- 
thing which has any degree of novelty. In this respect there is a 





great difference in periodicals. In some, the advertisements are read by 
nearly all who see the paper, while in others, not one in a hundreq 
even glances at one-tenth of them. As a general rule, perhaps it jg 
true that advertisements are least read in those periodicals which haye 
the most of them. Yet this is not always the case. If, for instance 
a certain journal is understood to be the medium employed by the large 
majority of a certain trade, it will be sought after and read more care. 
fully by those who are interested in their particular wares; and in this 
case, the multiplicity of advertisements is an advantage. 

It is urged with reason, that, in order to secure the reading of an ad- 
vertisement, it should be short. Yet it is necessary that it shall make 
an impression, as well as merely be read, and hence the temptation to 
make it long. The mere announcement of a book may not create a 
desire to read it, while, if a large number of testimonials to its merits 
are presented, this may be accomplished. 

The fact that a book is having a very large sale has been supposed to 
be an important point to present in an advertisement. People like to 
be in the fashion; moreover, what every body is reading, is supposed to 
be worth reading. However, this thing has been overdone, and the 
announcement, “5000 sold in five days,” or “12,000 in advance of 
publication,” does not produce the effect it once did. In order to know 
how to advertise well, it is necessary that one should understand 
human nature, so that he shall be able to make an attractive presenta- 
tion of his case. A favorite method of advertising books has been to 
bring testimony to their merits, by quoting the favorable things which 
the newspapers have said of them. This method has lost much of its 
force with the pnblic, however, from the fact that newspapers have 
been so indiscriminate in their praises. Something has been recently 
done toward reform in this respect by the press, and perhaps, after a 
time newspaper criticisms will regain all the importance they ever had. 
Since the great commotion stirred up by the Publishers’ Circular a few 
months since, very decided improvement on the part of the press has 
been evident. Editors generally have again begun to read books before 
noticing them. 

Much depends on the style in which an advertisement is written. 
Brevity, conciseness, perspicuity are especially important. There 
must be an air of truth and candor. Wholesale and unqualified com- 
mendation of the book advertised, or its author, often does more harm 
than good. It is quite possible to ply the adjectives so energetically as 
to disgust readers who are intelligent. In the long run honesty is the 
best policy, in advertising, as well as in other things. 

To be able to write good advertisements is no mean accomplishment, 
and we can call to mind instances wherein more real talent has 
been displayed by the advertiser of a book than by its author. In facts 
the publisher who is a skillful advertiser, who well understands the 
“where, when and how,” of the matter, possesses one of the most im- 
portant qulifications for success in his business. 





NEW YORK PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The regular Monthly Meeting of the Association was held Wednes- 
day March 12, 1856, at the rooms of the Association. The President 
and Vice President being absent, Mr.Jomn Wirey was called to the 
chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting of the Association and of the Execu- 
tive Board were read and approved. 

The Secretary from the Special Committee reported that a new 
agreement had been made for one year, with Mr. Charles B. Norton, to 
take charge of the library and other business of the Association, and to 
prepare the contents of the Publishers’ Circular, under the supervision of 
the Ccmmittee appointed for that purpose. The contract with Mr. 
Norton was read and approved, and filed with the Treasurer. 

Mr. Mason, from the Executive Committee, reported that the follow- 
ing resolution had been adopted at the last meeting, viz: 

Resolved, That Messrs. Leavitt, Delisser & Co. be requested to call the atten 


tion of all parties who have sent invoices for the coming Trade Sale under the 
direction of the Publishers’ Association, and who have also invoices announced for 
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er Trade Sale in New York, to the fact, that the first rule adopted by the 
‘Association will prevent the sale of their invoices at the Association sale, unless 
any other invoices which they may have contributed to Trade Sales in New York 
this season shall be withdrawn. 

Mr. Putnam stated that the second term for which the Committee 
on the Circular had been appointed, had expired on the 1st of March. 
That Committee wished to be excused from further service, and hoped 
that another would be appointed which would be able to give more 
direct and thorough attention to the interest of the Circular. Where- 
upon Mr. L. Mason Jr. and Mr. A. T. Epwarps were unanimously 


elected. 

On motion of Mr. Putnam it was 

Resolved, That the assistant Secretary be directed to submit to the Superviso- 
ry Committee (at such times as they may appoint) all articles, original and oth- 
erwise prepared or selected for the Publishers’ Circular ; and to confer with said 
Committee in regard to whatever might tend to enhance the interest and value 
of the Publication. Adjourned. G. P. Purnam, Secretary.

The Spring business opens tardily in books, as well as other depart- 
ments.) Rail-roads blocked up with snow, harbors frozen over, and 
country roads almost impassable, have proved serious obstacles to trade. 
It may be said to be fairly opened in New York and Philadelphia, now, 
however, and a fair Spring business is anticipated. Publishers are turn- 
ing their attention more to standard works. The novels and books of 
light reading published this winter have proved less successful than in 
late years, andit is difficult now to get a publisher to look at a manu- 
seript of this character. The public are variable in taste. ‘ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’ inaugurated an era in the business which seems drawing 
toaclose. “Domestic Tales” are beginning to be at a discount. The 
booksellers scattered through the country, who had standing orders for 
six, twelve, twenty-five or more copies of every new dollar-and-a-quarter 
book, are diminishing or entirely withdrawing their orders. What shall 
we have next? Shall it be biography, history, poetry, or essays? or 
will some brilliant genius among the authors strike out a new path ?

CATALOGUES OF BOOKS. 


‘The London Catalogue of Books published in Great Britain, 1816 
to 1851,’ furnishes, in its alphabetical list, with “sizes, prices, and pub- 
lishers’ names,” that insight into the character and extent of the litera- 
tare of a generation which we cannot derive from any other source. 
We have already given some of the calculations of past periods. Let us 
endeavour to trace what the commerce of books has been in our own 
time. 
fQ Every book in this ‘ London Catalogue’ occupies a single line. There 
are 72 lines in a page; there are 626 pages. It follows that the Cata- 
logue contains the titles of 45,072 books. In these 36 years, then, there 
was an average annual publication of 1252 books. This number is more 
than double the average of the period from 1800 to 1827. There is 
also published, by the proprietor of ‘ the London Catalogue,’ an Annual 
Catalogue of New Books. From two of these catalogues we derive the 
following comparative results for the beginning and the end of a quar- 
ter of a century :—

Such calculations are not arrived at without the labour of many hours; 
but the labour is not ill-bestowed by us, for they afford better data for 
opinion than loose talk about the number, quality, and price of books. 
Hence we learn, that, in 1853, there were three times as many books 
published as in 1828; that the comparative increase in the number of 


volumes were published; that the total cost of one set of the new pub- 
lications had increased by more than one-half of the former cost; that 
the average price of each new work had been reduced nearly one half; and 
that the average price per volume had fallen about 5s. below the price 
of 1828. A further analysis of this Annual List shows that, of the 2530 
books published in 1853, only 287 were published at a guinea and 
upwards; and that of these only 206 were books of general information ; 
while 28 were law-books, and 53 of the well-accustomed dear class of 
guinea-and-a-half novels. Decidedly the Quarto Dynasty had died out. 
As a supplement to the ‘London Catalogue, 1816-1851,’ there is 
published a ‘ Classified Index.’ Through this we are enabled to esti- 
mate in round numbers the sort of books which the people were buying, 
or reading, or neglecting, in these 86 years.* We find that they were 
invited to purchase in the following proportion of classes :—

But the Catalogues of New Books fall very short of affording a com- 
plete view of the state of popular literature at any given period. We 
must apply to other sources of information. 

The publication of ‘ The Penny Magazine,’ and of ‘Chambers’ Jour- 
nal,’ in 1832, was concurrent with a general increase in the demand for 
periodical works. At the end of 1831 there were issued 177 monthly 
publications, a single copy of which cost 177. 12s. 6d. At the end of 1883 
there were 236 monthly periodicals, a single copy of which cost 287. 8s. 6d. 
At the end of 1853 there were 362 of the same monthly class, a single 
copy of which cost 14/. 17s. 6d. In 1831 the average price of the 
monthly periodicals was 2s.; in 1833, 1s. 11}d.; and in 1858, 93d. Oan 
there be any doubt of the adaptation of periodical literature, during 
these years, to the wondrous extension of readers? 

It appears from ‘ The London Catalogue of Periodicals,’ published by 
Messrs. Longman and Oo., from which we derive the calculations we 
have now made, that there are 56 weekly periodicals. There were 21 
in 1838. But this list, which is adapted for what is known as ‘The 
Trade,’ is far from including all the cheap sheets that are issued weekly 


* The ‘ Classified Index’ contains only about 40,000 references ; while the number of 
books in the ‘ Catalogue’ is 45,000. The book referred to in the Index is only once men- 
tioned, in whatever form it has appeared. To equalize the number, we have added 10 per 
cent, to each division of the Index, in our calculation.” 





volumes was not so great, showing that of the new books more single 
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from the London press. There is a very large class of such publications 
that are very rarely found in the shops of regular booksellers, either in 
town or country. Many of these periodica!s have the taint upon them 
of the names of their publishers; and some of them a few years ago 
were infamous. We do not find in the ‘London Catalogue of Period- 
icals’ the names of several works, and of one especially, which present 
the most remarkable example in our times of the extent to which cheap 
literature is offered to the people in marts which are comparatively 
unknown to the upper and middle classes. The facilities of communi- 
cation have sent an unparalleled quantity of weekly sheets through the 
land, at a rate of cheapness which defies all the competition of literary 
quality against weight of paper and crowding of print. In every shop 
of every back-street of London and the larger towns, where a tradesman 
in tobacco or lollipops or lucifer-matches formerly grew thin upon his 
small amount of daily halfpence, there now rush in the schoolboy, the 
apprentice, the milliner, the factory-girl, the clerk, and the small shop- 
keeper, for their ‘ London Journal,’ ‘ Family Herald,’ ‘ Reynolds’ Miscel- 
lany,’ and Cassell’s Paper.’ We have ascertained, from sources upon 
which we can rely, that of these four sheets a million copies are sold 
weekly. Of the contents of these, and other cheap works, we shall 
have presently to speak. 

When we look back at the various periods of English publication, 

and consider how amazingly the aggregate number of books published 
in any one period has increased, we must also regard the size and price 
of the works published to form any adequate notion of the progress of 
cheap literature. With a general reduction of price during the last 
twenty years—with the substitution of duodecimos for quartos—and 
with single volumes beyond all former precedent—there is little doubt 
that the annual returns of the publishing trade, in all its departments 
(we include newspapers), are double what they were in 1833. They 
were estimated then at 2,500,0007. We should not be wide of the mark 
in considering them at present to have reached to 5,000,0007. As the 
silk-trade is now to be estimated, not by the number of ladies of fashion 
who wear brocade on court-days, but of the millions who buy a silk 
dress for ordinary use; so is the book-trade to be estimated, not by the 
number of the learned who once bought folios, and of the rich who 
rejoiced in exclusive quartos, but of the many to whom a small volume 
of a living author has become a necessity for instruction or for amuse- 
ment, and who desire to read our established literature in editions well 
printed and carefully edited, though essentially cheap. This number of 
readers is constantly increasing, and as constantly pressing for a redue- 
tion of price upon modern books of high reputation. Mr. Macaulay’s 
‘ Essays’ were originally published at 1/. 16s.; they then appeared in 
‘one large volume at 1/. 1s, Messrs. Longman now advertise a “ People’s 
Edition,” in 7 monthly parts at 1s., and in numbers at 14d. They do 
80, they say, “on the recommendation of correspondents who have 
expressed their desire to possess them, but who have found the existing 
editions beyond their means.” 

In turning over the leaves of the London Catalogue from 1816 to 
1851, we rejoice to see how much has been done in this direction, what- 
ever may be the greater amount yet to be done. Of the Poets—Byron, 
Campbell, Orabbe, Colsridge, Moore, Scott, Southey, Wordsworth, are 
obtainable at the most reasonable prices, in collected editions. The 
elder Poets may be had in the Aldine Series, and in new collections, 
now in course of publication. The most popular of the recent Novelists 
—Scott, Dickens, D’Israeli, Lytton, Thackeray—are in volumes whose 
cheapness introduces them to many a fireside where the original editions 
would find no place. Wilkinson’s ‘Egypt,’ Alison’s ‘ History of Europe,’ 
the works of Chalmers, and many extensive theological books, have 
been reproduced at cheap rates. The various ‘ Libraries’ which have 
been published and are still publishing—Bohn’s Antiquarian, Classics, 
Classical, Ecclesiastical, Illustrated, Scientific, and Standard ; the Library 
of Entertaining Knowledge; the Family Library ; the Edinburgh Cab- 
inet Library ; Lardner’s Cyclopedia ; Family Classical Library ; Knight’s 
Weekly Volumes; Jardine’s Naturalist’s Library ; Murray’s Home and 
Colonial Library; Sacred Clfssics; Christian Family Library ; Smith’s 





Standard Library ; Tegg’s Standard Library ; National Illustrated Libra. 
ry; Reading for the Rail; Traveller’s Library; Standard Noyel,. 
Chambers’ Miscellany of Facts, Papers for the People, Instructive 
Library ; Weale’s Rudimentary Series: these, the more important of 
the various Collections that can be called cheap, comprise no fewer 
than 1400 volumes. It would require an enumeration which is the 
province of the future bibliographer, to show how many separate books, 
in every department of knowledge, have been issued during the last 
twenty years, with a distinct reference to the means of the greatest 
number of readers. But the process here, as in other cases, has neces. 
sarily been gradual. The general cheapening of books must be gradna) 
to be safe. The soundings of the perilous sea of publishing must be con. 
stantly taken. There is no ¢hart for this navigation which exhibits aj] 
the sunken rocks and quicksands. 

In addition to the Collections just enumerated, we have the new 
Libraries, whether known as Cheap Series, Parlour Library, Pocket 
Library, Railway Library, or Readable Books. These are, for the 
most part, devoted to novels, old and new, and to American 
reprints. In this form ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ rushed into a ciren- 
lation which no book—with the exception of the Bible and Prayer. 
Book, and perhaps some Spelling-Book—ever before attained. Here 
Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton is to reach a popularity which no 
novelist ever before reached; and to be paid “the extravagant 
sum of 20,0007. for the exclusive sale of his works for the ten 
years,” as we are assured in ‘The Times.’ We hear of enormous profits 
made, and fortunes realised, by these books. They meet the eye on 
every railway stall and in every stationer’s window, glittering in green 
and crimson. But we also sometimes hear of large stocks of unsaleable 
ventures, and of consequent evil-fortune, in spite of one or two profit- 
able undertakings. We have great confidence in the largest sale of the 
cheapest edition of an attractive book by an author of reputation; but 
we have no confidence in the large individual sale of a great number of 
such distinct books, each jostling the other in the race for popularity, 
We believe that the sale of many such works has been much exaggerated. 
We hear that the margin of profit, as commercial men say, is very nar- 
row, and leaves little surplus to cover risk. Of one thing we are clear. 
Whatever sum may be paid for a great name, the natural sale of books 
of this class can afford very little for the payment of copyright in ordi- 
nary cases. The paper, machine-work, and binding, we are informed, 
of one of the shilling volumes will cost, for an impression of 10,000, 
about 220/., and the trade expenses and advertising will raise that cost 
to 2507. This is 6d. per copy. They are sold wholesale at 8s. for 18 
copies, which leaves a surplus of about 607. But the setting up the 
types and the stereotyping will cost about 407. There is 207. then left 
for the publisher upon 10,0007. If he sells 20,0007. there is 807. Where 
is the fund for the payment of authorship? Is it to be assumed thata 
sale of 40,000 or 50,000 copies may at present be attained for such 
works under ordinary conditions? If not, is the cheapest supply of 
reading for these kingdoms to be kept up by piracies from America or 
republications of expired copyrights? We doubt if this trade generally 
is in a healthy position: at any rate, we fear that we must scarcely look 
to this class of books for making “ Cheap Literature” what it might be 
made by judicious management—an instrument of great public good. 
Piracy from American authors has been, within these few years, chiefly 
confined to the shilling Railway Volumes; and it had a great success 
while all the elements that combine to produce an anti-slavery enthu- 
siasm were in operation. But it has lost the charm of novelty, and the 
fashion of American novels is now somewhat stale. In the meanwhile 
the United States never relax in their course. In Mr. Carey’s ‘ Letters 
on International Copyright,’ published at Philadelphia in 1853, we have 
some details of the advantage of the fraudulent cheapness to the Amer- 
ican public. He says, Mr. Dickens sells ‘ Bleak House’ in England for 
21s, (5 dollars) ; comparing the book with copyright books in America, 
of which the sale is large, he would expect 8 dollars under the inter- 
national system. The number of ‘ Bleak House’ supplied to AmericaD 
readers in newspapers and magazines, as well as in the book form, is not 
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less than 250,000, at half a dollar, giving for the whole 125,000 dollars. 
Mr. Dickens would charge 750,000 dollars :—

This is a difference of 409,500/. sterling. Mr. Carey deduces from 
these figures this logical consequence: ‘“ Under the system of interna- 
tional copyright, one of two things must be done: either the people 
must be taxed in the whole of this amount for the benefit of the various 
persons, abroad and at home, who are now to be invested with the 
monopoly power, or they must largely diminish their purchases of 
literary food.” He would not have a healthy cheapness, produced in 
both countries by an open commerce and a fair competition. He would 
not have a cheapness produced by the publishers of both countries 
reckoning upon an extended market, and a consequent division of the 
first experses of a book. He would have a piratical cheapness—the 
cheapness of the smuggler and the illicit distiller—“ for the general 
interests of the American people.” This ingenious gentleman has a 
ready defence. There is no copyright in the facts of a book. Copy- 
right is given for the clothing in which the body is produced to the 
world. Mr. Macaulay has contributed nothing to positive knowledge. 
Mr. Dickens has gone into a large garden, and made a bouquet of the 
flowers, although he paid no wages to the man who raised them. He 
who makes a book uses the common property of mankind, and all he 
furnishes is the workmanship. Mankind has, therefore, a right to say 
to the authors, whenever they seek an extension of their privileges, ‘* Be 
content, my friends ; do not risk the loss of a part of what you have, in 
the effort to obtain more.” Mr. Carey is further obliging enough to 
tell us that in England authors, with a few brilliant exceptions, are con- 
demned to almost hopeless poverty, which he attributes to our system 
of centralization. Why do not the wealthy people of England give a 
shilling a head towards paying for the copyright of books, instead of 
bringing the poverty of authors before the world, and demanding from 
other countries an extension of the monopoly they have at home? The 
people of England, through centralization, have become so poor and 
wretched that there is no demand for books, and no power to compen- 
sate the people who make them. Authors there are badly paid and 
insolently treated. Science is in no request in England, and hence the 
diminution of supply. In contrast with the limited sale of English 
books at home is the great extent of sale here. <Argal, let the authors 
starve at home; why should we, the great American people, tax our- 
selves for their aid? We give them fame, and that is enough. Let not 
our writers, adds this candid and modest gentleman, desire to barter 
our great market for literature for one in which Hood was permitted to 
starve, and Tennyson and others submit to the degradation of receiving 
public charity in the shape uf pensions. The wretched English authors 
may come and live amongst us, and participate in our advantages. 
American authorship is Belgrave Square ; let it not make treaty with 
the Grub Street of England, to have a dinner from our well-furnished 
tables. We think Mr. Carey, “ Author of Principles of Political Econ- 
omy,” has done service by this astounding effrontery. If he reflected the 
mind of the Government or the people, we should be hopeless of any 
attempt to unite England and America in the protection of a common 
literature founded upon a common language. But Mr. Carey does not 
teflect this mind. He does not even speak for the great body of Amer- 
ican authors or publishers. He speaks for the proprietors of the news- 
papers, which, all over the Union, are filled, week by week, by the 


piracy of modern English Literature, and especially of English fiction. 


| To keep up this robbery, writers and orators will alike prostitute them- 
selves to defend, unblushingly, what they know to be a disgrace. 

But in one point Mr. Carey is right. He shews us, upon represen- 
tations, which we cannot doubt, that the works of popular authors, 
citizens of the United States, and so protected as copyright, are sold in 
much larger numbers than similar works in our own country, however 
cheap. How is this? The American people are much more universally 
readers than the English people. They are better educated. They have 
a Government that considers it a duty to educate the young without 
distinction, and to afford the adult every means of intellectual improve- 
ment. The American Government has created a reading nation. Our 
Government has created a people that rush to low casinos in the towns, 
and to sottish beer-shops in the country. The American Government 
accords all honour to them who have laboured in the enlightenment of 
the masses. Our Government wholly passes over every such claim to 
recognition. It is of little consequence, in the end, what Cabinets or 
Parliaments do for the fadvance of education, or the encouragement of 
men of letters. But it is somewhat unwise, to say the least of it, to pro- 
voke, by neglect and by injury, comparison with a nation that cultivates 
the same language under different institutions, and that can proclaim, in 
its energetic youth, that it has raised up an intelligent people out of the 
great mental inheritance to which our rulers have been faithless. 

By injury? it will be said. The British Government may ignore 
letters, undervalue writers, barter away its patronage upon ignofance 
and incapacity—but assuredly it cannot attempt to inflict direct injury 
upon literature and learning? And yet it does all this. The sale of 
school-books in the United States has reached an almost fabulous extent. 
Families have been raised to affluence by the enormous circulation of a 
Spelling-book, or a Dictionary. A successful Grammar is a fortune. 
He who can produce sensible and amusing Reading-Lessons is better 
paid than a Secretary of State. Does the Government bestow any 
gratuities upon such services? Certainly not. But it does not diseou- 
rage and annihilate them. It does not, as our Government does, inter- 
fere with competition by attempting to regulate prices, It does not do 
the silly thing which M. Louis Blane wished to do in France for “ the 
organization of literary labour.” It has established no manufactory of 
school-books, produced cheaply, by the tax-payers helping the produc- 
tion. It has no Board of Commissioners, as we have, “to supply the 
National Schools in Ireland, and the public generally, with works in har- 
mony with an improved system of education, cheap in price and supe- 
rior in execution.” * We ask, what possible right has the State to pro- 
duce such books, and sell them in the open literary markets of this 
country, to the injury of all who produce similar books by the fair work- 
ings of capital and labour? School-books were formerly too dear; but 
as schools multiplied, cheaper books than the old standard works came 
into the market, and many took root and flourished. Much of this 
property has been destroyed by the Government operation; which is 
” not confined to ‘Reading Lessons,’ but embraces ‘ Biographical Sketches 
of Poets’—‘ Selections from the Poets’—‘Epitome of Geographical 
Knowledge ’—‘ Grammar,’ ‘ Arithmetic,’ ‘Geometry,’ ‘ Mensuration,’ 
* Agriculture,’ ‘Maps.’ The compilers of these books and maps are 
salaried state-servants; the books are printed at the lowest contract ; 








the usual trade allowances are withheld; profit does not enter into 
price. A book of 17} shects demy, or 420 pages, bound in cloth, is sold 
for sevenpence, as we learn from the Commissioners’ Catalogue. This is 
exactly the cost price for the paper, machine-work, and binding, in the 
very cheapest market. There is nothing for trade-management, and not 
one fraction for copyright. Commercial competition is impossible. We 
say, this is a fraudulent cheapness. All cheapness in books is fraudulent 
which sets aside a payment for literary labour. This is the cheapness 
of piracies, whether here or in the United States. It is a cheapness 


that, if carried out, as it might be by a Government, would degrade

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literature to the lowest condition, annihilating all invention and 

improvement. Once concede the principle that the State has a right to 

produce educational books, except for the supply of schools paid by the 

State—and even then the policy is very doubtful—and there is no 

individual literary enterprise that may not be paralyzed and destroyed 

by this new agency. In England, the only commercial undertaking of 
the State is that of the Post Office. It is conducted with a profit; it is 
conducted with a precision and cheapness which really leave few things 
to be amended, There are especial reasons why the conveyance of Iet- 

ters through the whole civilized world should be the work of the State. 

No company, no individual, could grapple with such a gigantic task. 

But is there any other branch of commercial enterprise which the State 
could undertake with the slightest benefit—without most serious injury? 
If the end sought is to employ labour to a profit, individual enterprise 
will accomplish that end far better than the State. If the object is to 
employ labour that shall be unprofitable, who is to supply the deficiency 
in the funds that have called into activity the profitable labour? There 
would indeed be the equality of employments, but it would be the 
equality of universal poverty. The skilled and the unskilled would be 
reduced to the same level. There would be no prizes in the social 
wheel ;—the blanks would be something worse than the mere absence” 
of superfluities.—Cnoartes Kyieur. 








Piterary Intelligence, 


The publications of the last fortnight, although numerous and varied, present 
few salient features. Amongst the more important are the first Two Volumes 
of “ Southey’s Correspondence,” edited by his son-in-law, Mr. Walter; the Tenth 
Volume of the new edition of the “ Encyclopedia Brittanica,” which contains, 
with much interesting and important matter, three literary biographies by living 
writers, almost as celebrated as their subjects—namely, Gibbon, by Henry 
Rogers; Goethe, by De Quincey ; and Goldsmith, by Macaulay: also a “ History 
of the Rise of the Dutch Republic,” in 3 vols. 8vo., by an American writer, Mr. 
J. L. Motley ; the Twelfth Volume completes Mr. Grote’s “ History of Greece” 
(ready for delivery next week); and in the Fifth Volume of his “ History of 
Kurope from 1815 to 1852,” Sir Archibald Alison brings down the history of 
France to 1837, of Turkey and Greece to 1841, of England to 1834, and of Ger- 
many to 1848. - 


In Fiction, we have Mr. Wilkie Collins’s “ After Dark;” Mrs, Bunbury’s 
“ Our Own Story ;” Mrs. Parry’s “ Olive Hastings ;” and the “ Lady of Fashion,” 
by the Author of “The History of a Flirt.” In this branch of diterature the 
number of new works is unusually small. 


Amongst works on subjects relating to the War, are—A Translation of

1. CONTRIBUTORS AGREE TO CONTRIBUTE TO NO OTHER TRADE SALES IN NEW YORK, BESIDES THOSE AUTHOR. 
IZED BY THE COMMITTEE. 


2. The names of all contributors shall be drawn by lot, and the places of their invoices on the Catalogue shall be in the order they are thus 
drawn. Invoices of Stationery, Stereotype Plates, and Catholic Books, shall be placed together respectively by lot, and no two separate portions 
of the sale shall be carried on at the same time. 


3. The quantities of books invoiced in the Catalogue to be sold without reserve. The contributor to have the right at the time of sale to sell 
an additional quantity of any line, not exceeding in amount that named in the Catalogue; unless the quantity named in the Catalogue shall be 
sufficient to amount at the retail price to $100, or upwards, in which case the contributor may duplicate without limit. Withdrawals or addi- 
tions (except under this rule), to be notified to the auctioneers, at least one week before the sale.

Any additional quantities sold, 
under the rules, to be delivered to the Auctioneers within twenty days after the conclusion of the sale. 

7. After the wants of the bidder have been supplied, any one desiring the balance, to have the preference over others desiring smaller lots 
When balances are offered a second time for competition, the lots shall be doubled; the third time, quadrupled ; and so on, until all are sold. 

8. None but booksellers to be allowed to bid, or become purchasers at the sales. 

9. The Auctioneers to guarantee the delivery of all books sold, within thirty days after the close of sale. 

10. The Auctioneers shall cause all books to be insured while in their possession, to an amount within their value, estimated at Trade Sale 
Prices, when desired by the owners, charging therefor the cost.of Insurance. . 


11. Accounts of Sales to be rendered Thirty Days after the close of the sale, and to be payable in the notes of the Auctioneers, at four months 
from the last day of sale, subject to a charge of seven and-a-half per cent. for Commission and Guarantee, or in CASH (at the option 
of the contributor) subject to a charge of nine and a half per cent. for Commission, Guarantee, and Discount. Oatalogue to be charged for, at 
two dollars per page. 

12. The charge to purchasers for boxes, packing, and shipping, shall be one per cent. on amount of bills. 

18. All deficiencies shall be reported to contributors within thirty days after the receipt of their goods; and if not so reported, the loss shall 
fall upon the Auctioneers. 

14. All goods not settled for within thirty days after the sale (and the purchasers not being deemed responsible for any loss that may accrue 
on a re-sale), may be charged back to the contributors free of all charge except freight and insurance. 

15. The Auctioneers appointed to hold these Sales, agree to hold no Trade Sale in New York except those under the direction of the Pub- 
ishers’ Association. . 

16. The sales to be under the general direction of the Executive Committee of the New York Book-Publishers’ Association, who shall de- 
termine whether Invoices offered are in accordance with the rules of the sale, and whose decision as to any question which may arise as to the 
intent of any regulation of the sale, shall be final.
